London*, Nov. 22. —The Daily News this 
morning publiahea a telegram from Van, 
which Btatea that the Kurds destroyed five 
villages in the neighborhood of that town, 
and that out of 13,000 villagers driven away 
at the time of tho attacks, only M.000 can 
now bo found.

It was further decided 
to invite all tho clergy in the city to confer 
with tho members of the executive next 
Tuesday as to the best means of organizing 
a wise system for tho relief of distress In the 
city during the coming winter, with the co- 
operation of all churches and all oharitable 
aocietiea. Arrangemonta for the annual 
meeting of the council on tho last Friday of 
January were also adopted. Mrs. Brown- 
ing, the treasurer, having resigned her 
office, owing to press of other work, Mrs.

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HORIZON CLOUDED. 



An Official Notorious for His Cruelty 
to Command the Aleppo 
District. 



The Powers Much Dissatisfied-Sweep- 
ing Out of the Present Cabinet 
Contemplated. 



Constantinople, Nov. 21. — Matters poli- 
tical do not look as bright as they did. The 
uppiront determination of the Sultan, to act 
energetically in the suppressing of the dis- 
orient in Asia Minor had a decidedly good 
effecb both here and elsewhere ; all tho 
troubles which threatened to oaaso the dis- 
ruption of the Turkish government were 
looked upon as utmost ended. Further 
jirriof; has, however, ocourred, and onoe 
mare fiahri Pasha Is the disturbing element, 
This notorious official made himsolf eo oon 
spicuous by his oruelty to the Armonians and 
the maladministration of his distriot «vhen 
governor of Van, that the BrltiBh ambia 
Sidor, Sir Phillip Currlo, insisted on his re 
moval. After considerable correspondences 
upon tho Biibjeofc, plain evidence of tho 
Pasha's unfitness for his position having 
been furnished to the Sultan, tho latter re 
movod the Pasha, Bahri, however, 
brought tho Btrongest influence to bear 
upon Abdul Hamld, protested his entire i 
nooanoo of tho charges brought against 
him, claimed that hiB removal was 
brought about by tho intrigue of the Arme 
nianr, and eventually ho was not only for 
given but was deoorated with tho order of 
the Osmanli, and complimented upon hiB 
effortB to suppress disorder. Soon after 
wards it was rumorod that Bahri Pasha was 
to be appointed to command the large force 
of Turkish troops whloh was being conoen 
tratod with difficulty at Marash, in order to 
movo upon Ziicoun, whioh was hold by the 
Armenians in force, after having oaptured 
a Turkish garrison consisting of about 40O 
men, with their arms, ammunition and sup 
plies. This report raised suoh a storm of 
Indignation in diplomatic and other oircloB 
hero that the Sultan was obliged to abandon 
his plan. Now, however, the storm haa 
bursb again, for Bahri Patha has been ap- 
pointed military commander of the Aleppo 
distriot. The bad Impression which this 
has produced can hardly be exaggerated 
for the diplomats feel that it 
hai been almost impossible to prevent 
him from pursuing tho same tactics at Alep 
po as he did at Vuo, which caused Sir Philip 
Currlo to demand his recall. The Christians 
ol the Aleppo district: are not unlikely to 
suffer aevoroly for their outbreaks ag*in6t 
Turkish rulo. When tho news of Bahri 
Pjsha's appointment to the military com 
mand of Aleppo was confirmed tho represen- 
tatives of the powers held a meeting and 
discussed the matter from all its stand- 
points. The result was that they joined in 
a uoto to the Turkish government Baying 
that thoy oannot answer for any conse 
(juencea whioh might ensue Bhould the Ar 
meriting at Ziitoun bo massacred after their 
surrender. La order to understand tho situ 
aiion thoroughly it should be explained that 
Aleppo, alchoagh situated about 75 miles 
distant from Marash, which ia about fifteen 
milos from Z iitouti, is the oapital of the vil- 
avot of Haleba, in whioh both MaraBh and 
Ziltoun aro ei'.uatod. 

It will thus be aeon that while tho Sultan, 
alarmed at tho disapproval whioh the ruinor 
had caused, refrained from appointing Bahri 
Pasha to tho immediate command of the 
Turkish troops which are being concentrated 
at Marash for thn purpose of reducing the 
Armenians of Z iltoum to subjection, he 
has made lUhri Pasha military commander 
o[ the Aleppo district. This will naturally 
give him conttol over the commander of the 
Turkish troop-' at Marash. This fact ia 
causing some further uneasiness, which ia 
intensified by the f aob that hurried and 
frequent council of ministers are being held 
at the palace and some plain language Is said 
to have been indulged in by tho Sultan. 
That a sweeping out of the present cabinet 
is contemplated nobody doubts ; indeed 
p?oplo are astonished that it did not take 
plaoe when tho Sultan underwent hiB chango 
of mind as a reBult of the assembling of the 
foreign floets. The British fleet ia still at 
Salonica and the French and Italian at 
Smyrna. Smyrna and Salonloa, however, 
are about ab equal distance from the en- 
trance to the Dirdanelles. 

The British ambassador is still away from 
his post. Tho latest nowa from him received 
at the embasay, located him at Vionna. Bub 
Sir Phillip Currie ia expected here at the 
end of the week. He is .said to ho the 
bearer to a lotter from tho Marquis of 
Salisbury in reply to a letter which the Sul- 
tan Bent to London upon tho situation of 
affairs in Asia Minor. United Stntee Minis- 
ter Terrell ab tho requosb of the American 
missionaries at Kharput has prevailed upon 
tho Turkish government to telegraph orders 
to the Turkish commander at Kharput to 
furnish the missionaries with an escort of 
troopa to conduot them to the nearest point 
on the Black sea. coast — possibly Trobizond, 
in order that they may embark far this city, 
Mr. Terrell has also adviBod the missionar- 
ies in othor diatriota to rotiro frotn iheii 
posts lor a time Id order that their pr< - r- 
may not be an exouao for further dii»'<i i« 
It Is boliuvod thia suggestion will bo adapted 
in several casos at leaat. Tho city is quieter 
than it has been f jr some time. 

The poliee havo released several add itional 
batches of Armonians, and tho lattor are ro 
opening their Btores and circulating freely 
about the main thoroughfares. Tnia looks 
woll, and Booms to' indicate that matters 
must be In a moro satisfactory state than for 
somo time past, although tho people here 
would feel easier if moro news wore obtain- 
able from tho provinoos, Tho Armonian 
patriarch as woll as tho Sultan has under- 
gone a healthy ohango of mind, tho result of 
advices ho haa recoived from tho represent- 
atives of the powerB. He has, as^alroady 
cabled, been strongly advised to co-operato 
with tho Turkish authorities in their efforts 
to restore order, and it is understood it haa 
b:en officially intimited that tho Armenians 
need not look for tho sympitby of Europe 
if they continue causing outbreak 1 * against 
tho authority of tho Sultan. Ib Is also 
understood that tho ropresontatinna of tho 
powers insist that the Armenian clergy 
throughout Aaia Minor must oo-oporato 
with the Turkish officials in BupprosBing the 
Btato of anarchy whloh has exiated in many 
diatriota for months past. 



TRADE REVIEWED. 

Dun & Co. in Their Circular Say There Is No 
Reaction to Business— Failures 
For the Week. 

New York, Nov. 22 — R. G. Dua & Co , 
in their weekly reviow of trade, will say: 
" Reaction in businoas, there ia none. In 
every business, men perceive tho faot miry 
times noted by Dun's review that the pur- 
chases in advanco of current distribution, 
made when prices were booming, involved 
of necessity a aeason of halting when the 
rise stopped and until the aotual domandfur 
consumption had been measured. When the 
stocks bought in advance of con- 
sumption have been worked off, 
men will be able to judge what final 
dlstribu hn is to be expeoted and 
meanwhile prions aro depressed by the sell- 
ing oi the quantitiea bought for speculation, 
by the pressure of stocks for which consumers 
have not yeb been found, and by tho idea 
that prices may go still lower. Products 
are lower, without disturbance or sign of 
panic. Corn declines half a cent further. 
Pork products also havo roason for weaken- 
ing, lard 15 cents per 100 pounds and pork 
2o cents per barrel. The ootton market has 
gained a sixtoonth. It ia doubted whe. 
Iher foreign prlcoB for woollens after 
the London wool Hales nexb week 
will ha helpful. Iron and steel 
products are lower, averaging one per cent, 
and seven per cent, from tho highest. Bob- 
semor anthracite No. 1 and Baring ore 
quoted lower, while saloa below quotations 
aro frequent. Leather Ib woakor, though 
only one'claaB iB quoted lower, but Chioago 
hides have again declined about two per 
cent, and the average is relatively lower 
now than leather or shoes. The failures for 
the week have boon 320 in the United 
StateB against 322 last year, and 42 in Can- 
ada against SI last year.

Constantinople, Nov. 22 — Advices from 
Sivas assert that as aoon as reinforcements 
of Turkish troops arrive there the Turkish 
officials will demand the aurrondor of tha 
arms and ammunition in poasession of tho 
Armenians. To make matters look darker, 
if the quantity of arms and ammunition sur- 
rendered doea Dot satisfy tho oilicials, Turk- 
ish troopa will bj ordored to attack tho Ar- 
menian!. Members of diplomatic corps 
point to the fact that as the Musaulm mt of 
Sivas aro not to be disarmed, tha pn j icted 
measure against tho Armenians has created 
a now daDger whioh may havo the moet gravo 
onBtquenccs. The concentration of Turkish 
troopa at Moroah, fifteen milea from Zeitoun, 
continues aa rapidly as possible. While 
this maeniDg continues the Turkish com- 
mander at Marash continues negotiations 
with the Armenians of X titoun, holding oub 
all Boris of promises for their eurrender, but 
tho ArmenlanB have been so often deceived 
that thoy apprehend nothing lesB than whole- 
sale maaaacre if thoy lay dowr. thoir arms. 
Tho representatives of the power8 take tho 
aame view, and, aa alroady cabled, have 
notified the Porte that they will not anbwer 
for the cojsequenoca if tho Z ;itoun Armen- 
ians aro massacred. Armenians hero who 
were prevailed upon to talk on the subjeob 
intimate that a surprise for tho Turks ia be- 
ing prepared at Zeitoun ; that a bittlo whioh 
will make history and show thab tho Ar- 
menians are entitled to their freedom, or 
to at least self-government, will bo ( fought 
there. This may b3 exaggeration, but lb ia 
the view of the situation which is taken by 
the Armenian revolutionists, and they aro 
undoubtedly sending money, arms, ammuni- 
tion, provisions and men to Z jitoun as fast 
aa poBBible. It ia thoucht thab if tho Ar- 
menians had Buccoodod in carrying Zsitoun 
earlier in tho year the eituition thore would 
now be decidedly interesting. Ab ib ia, tho 
general opinion seems to he that the Turks 
will oveutually recapture Ziitoun and tho 
ArmenlanB pay a terrible price for thoir 
short poeaesBiou ol it. Probably the moat 
serious feature of tho situation at present is 
tho one reaulting from tho demand of the 
representatives of Great Britain, Russia, 
Icaly and Austria made to tho 
Sultan for firmans allowing tho 
p issago through the Dardanelles to 
chis city of a second dispatch boat or small 
gunboat to be attached to each reapectlvo 
embassy. Ib was at first believed thoro 
would ba no difficulty in persuading ttie 
Sultan to grant the necessary permission for 
tho passage of tho Dardanelles of four small 
warehipa. It is now intimated ab the palaco 
that he may decllno to grant those demonda 
of the powers. In case of his refusal stops 
may be taken to send additional wasrhips 
hi ro without the porntiaalon of tho Sultan. 
~t ib hoped, howovor, that Abdnl Hamld 
will be porsuadod to listen to reason, and It 
may not beccmo necoasary to adopt storncr 
measures. 

Paius, Nov. 22 —A dispatch to Lo Matin 
from Constantinople published to day says 
thab twenty villages woro burned in the 
northwestern portion of the districb of Al- 
eppo, and thab tho Inhabltanta havo toon 
massacred. Tho dispatch adds that Kurds 
aro gathering on tho borders of tho Eu- 
phrates and are preparing to maroh into 
Syria for tho purpose of massaoring tho 
Christiana.

AN IMPARTIAL OPINION. 

Impartial obaarvera note the wide ditfor 
ence that there 1b batween the public utter- 
ancea of leading Conaervativea and leading 
LlboralB on the quoationa before tho country 
Some of tho Conservative Ministers lately 
delivered publio addresses in London. Com 
menting upon those addroaaos tho Toronto 
Week, which ia a really independent jour- 
nal, aayo "they did nnt> conflict with one an- 
other, and thero waa no uncertain Bound 
about them. In these particulars the 
Conaervativea have the advantage over 
the Liberals. We know 6xaotly whoro 
they stand on the trade question, tho 
National Policy ia firmly adhered to 
and their faith in it shown by the fact that 
no opportunity ia loafc to prove that were 
the Llborals to come into office that policy 
would be promptly Bwopb away. On tho 
Manitoba aohool question an equally definito 
stand waa taken ; if in the end the minority 
haa a grievance which is not remedied by 
Manitoba itself the Federal Government 
will take all reasonable and proper methods 
to have that wrong righted. It ia the firat 
duty of an Opposition to frame a clear and 
definite policy and lay it plainly before the 
people. It is not enough to point out mla- 
takes by the Government and expose its 
corruption and dirty deads. All thlB is 
necessary, But something more is required 
and that eomething ia a policy about which 
thero can be no doubt and which everybody 
can understand." 



THAT S TON El QUESTION. 

Thursday evening's Times contains an ar- 
ticle entitled "A Question of Stone," in 
whioh a groat deal la insinuated but very 
little openly and boldly assorted. The first 
insinuation la that the new Post Office con- 
tractors are not in a poaition to go on with 
the work aa rapidly as they would like, on 
account of tho amallneas of the appropria- 
tion. There is do ground whatever for this 
suggestion. There is a large amount of the 
appropriation atill unexpended, more in fact 
than can bo used before tho meeting of Par 
1 lament. Tho progress of tho work, wo aro 
Informed, has not for a single hour since its 
commencement been suspended for want of 
funds. 

Then our contemporary would have tho 
public balievo that thero haa boon aomothing 
wrong, somothing " suspicious,''' about pro 
curing a aupply of atone for the construction 
of tho building. Most of Its Btalemonts aro 
evidently purposely vague, and thoao of 
them that aro dofinito aro not in accordance 
with the facta. " By aomo meana or other," 
saya the Timoa, " the judgmont of tho 
Ottawa export who condemned tho Gabriola 
atone wsa rovised and pormiaalon haa been 
glvon to the contractor to uao material chat 
only a few wooks ago had been rejected." 

The readoraof the Timoa will perhaps bo 
surprised to learn that tho Gabriola stone 
which the contractors aro now pormitted to 
uao, was never rejootod by tho Ottawa or any 
other export. That atono waa cxaminod, 
tostod and approvod by tho Department at 
Ottawa, It waa not rejooted and tho dooi 
aion afterwards revised as the (Timoa in 
correctly states. Samplos of stono from 
both Saturna and Gabriola inlanda were ro- 
joctod by the Department, but they were 
from quarrlca at gome distance from those 
from whicli tho accepted stone was taken 
on both Islands. Tho distanoe in the 
own of tho Sicurna stono ia only half a mile ; 
in the case of the Gabriola state it is a mile 
and more. Tho stone acoopbod by tho De- 
partment is, wo aro assurod, a good build- 
ing stonoj and is superior in evory respcob 
to thab which was used in tho old posb office 
building. 

The delay in gobtlng stono for tho build- 
Ing waa owing to oircumatances ovor whioh 
tho Government had nothing whatever to 
do. Ib was oauBcd by disputes and dis- 
agreements botweon private partloa with 



whioh the Government could nob, and there- 
fore did not, interfere. Tho Gov- 
ernment did in the matter what 
ib was ompowerad to do by the 
oontract. Ib, when it was appealed to, 
approved of a building stone which was equal 
in quality to Saturna atone. Our contem- 
porary does nob attempt to show that the 
atone sanctioned by tho department ia nob 
iu every respecb of aa good quality as the 
Saturna atone ; it doea not try to prove that 
the public will be injurod in the alightoat 
degree by permitting Gabriola atone bo be 
used, and though it does ita bosb to croato 
the impression that thore is something 
" suapioious " in the choico of the stono it 
does nob adduce a single fact on which such 
a suspicion can be reasonably based. We 
very much suspoob that ib is being made the 
willing tool of disappointed apaoulatora and 
foiled echomers. 

Since tho above waa written wo find thab 
bhe Timoa has been informed by Messrs. 
Smith & Elford that what it stated on Thuta- 
day relative to the Gabriola atono ia " con- 
trary to tho facta." If our contemporary 
had made a few simple and nocoesary in 
quirioa before it published its article ib 
would nob have boon obliged to make this 
humiliating admission. Tho parties who 
could give it all tho information It needed 
were near at hand, and their atatemontB 
could, if thero was any doubt aa to their 
accuraoy, bo eaaily vorified. 



INEFFECTIVE! ACTION. 

Tho Hutchison Inquiry waa moat unsatis- 
factory in every rospeob. If tho Superin- 
tendent of tho oity electric lighting depart- 
ment had beon neglectful ot his duties, and if 
his offioial conduct nooded inquiring into, 
tho City Council wont about tho work of dis- 
ciplining him in such u way aa to oroato for 
him an active Bympathy among a very largo 
proportion of the cltizons. There ia a love 
of fair play and open doaling 
among men undor British rulo 
that is most craditablo to thorn and to tho 
institutions undor which they live. If men 
in authority do not take this fooling into 
consideration, and do nob defer to ibin thoir 
doalinga with those under them, thoy will 
bo certain to enlist tho sympathy of tho ma- 
jority in favor of men with whom fault Ib 
found — even those who aro ucousid 
of serious delinquencies. Sending police- 
men to shadow Mr. Hutchison was 
looked upon as unfair and un-Britisb, 
and created a fooling in his favor among 
many of bhose who, perhaps, did nob ap- 
prove of tho way in which he performed hia 
dutleB. Theae persona were determined 
that eapionage should not win a victory 
here In Viotorlo, and it would be hard to 
blamo them for forming suoh a determina* 
ticn. We have no doubt that this sympathy 
did much towards making the inquiry into 
Mr. Hutohioon's official oonduob ineffective. 

Tho corporation should deal with its ser- 
vants aa a fair and judicious man deals with 
hia employes. If ho finds a man in a posi- 
tion of trust slaok in tho performance of his 
duty, ho quietly warns him that suoh slack- 
ness will not be tolerated In hie concern. If 
he oan observe no improvement as time goes 
on, if the same negligence is practised and 
tho samo faults committed, he tolls the un- 
faithful servant that be has no further use 
for him. There neod be no fuss, 
no publicity, in tho matter. All that is re- 
quired are fairneaa, firmness and good judg- 
ment. It is absolutely necessary that the 
officials of tho Corporation, from the highest 
bo bhe lowesb, should he made bo feel that 
habitual neglect of duty and self-satisfied in- 
capacity will not be toleratod. 



in Canada. Whilo the price of wheat was high 
for a part of the year there was comparatively 
little in the country to soli. The rates for 
choeao were alao unusually low up to a month 
ago, and thia meant both that lesa money 
woa required to buy and move tho produot, 
and that there waB less in circulation in the 
country for uso in general business, which 
faab alao ro aoted on the banka. In spite of 
these drawbacks, aud in the dull half of the 
year alao, the Bank of Montreal haa earned 
moro than its regular dividend. In thia, ib 
haa only repeated its record mode in three 
auoceaaive yeara of world-wide and extrtme 
doproaaion, from whioh trado ia just begin- 
ning to emerge. Thia implies moro cartful 
management than ia often neoessary in timo 
of commercial buoyanoy, when muub. larger 
roturnB on capital investments aro aocured. 

(Janadian8 have good reaBon to bo proud of 
tho Bank of Montreal, which haa won, and 
whioh maintains, a high position among 
the banking institutions of the world. They 
have also reason to place the highest confi- 
dence In their banks generally. They havo 
proved their soundnoBS during a time 
of oxtreme depretslon, when the bank- 
ing system of the great and rloh 
country south of us found it diffi- 
cult to withstand the tremendous strain 
that was pub upon ib. In that trying time, 
when hundreds of banks in the Unitod States 
wore breaking down in all directions the, 
banks of Canada, with hardly on exception, 
stood firm and continued to keep their high 
place in tho confidence of Canadians of all 
olaaePB and occupations. The part which 
tho Hank 'A Montreal loik in that crisis in 
maintaining the credit of Canada and in 
preserving the fai h of its people in the 
sou dnesa and stability of their banks will 
perhaps never be known

TEE BANK OF MONTREAL. 

The Bank of Montreal's statement for tho 
six months ending October 3-1 at shows bhab 
Ib continues bo be a skilfully, prudently and 
successfully managed institution. Although 
the half voar has not boon oithor in Canada 
or tho Unitod States, from a business point 
of view, a particularly lively one, tho Bunk 
haa extendod Ita husinoaa and inoroaaed ita 
profiba.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

The Albion Iron Works Cast u New Propeller 
for the " Mathilda"— Water- 
front Notes. 

In tho moulding department of the Al- 
bion Iron WorkB the largest propeller over 
made in British Columbia waa yesterday 
afternoon oaat for aho big steamahip Math- 
ilda, which now awaita it In E.qiumalt 
harbor. The casting waa witneaaed by a 
email gathering including aovoral ladiee, and 
to tboeo eBpeolally the procesa wbb very in- 
teresting. Amixturoof motais formed the 
material for the great wheel. These were 
melted to a liquid and when suffbiont of tho 
molton metal had been procured It waB 
poured into two largo conductors leading to 
a Bpeolally prepared mould beneath. ThiB 
latter was tho exact shape ot tho proposed 
prcpellor, and as tho pquid found its way 
through the liitlo paosugu ways it soon hard- 
ened into shapo. . Tho work waa all dono 
under Manager Stewart's direction, aad waa 
not only credit to him but waB a splendid 
specimen of the work of tho Albion iron 
foundry. Mr. D. Cartmol, aa Lloyds' aur- 
veyor, waa present and superintended tho 
operation seeming woll aatinfied with its 
progreaB. Whon tho Mathilel?, arrived in 
Esquimau he mado a very comploto exam- 
ination of the vessel's machinery and found 
that her shaft hid boon materially injured 
by tho tremendous blow whioh broke the 
propeller. On taking it out ib waB found 
that ib waa untrue to the extent of threo- 
eighths of an inch. An intermediate pro- 
peller ahaft had also to bo removed, and be- 
fore anything on this could bo done, a 
sleeve six foot long anil half an inch thick 
had to be out.

Recommendation of General Otis, Command- 
ing the Department of the Columbia.

VICIOUS BOYS. 



To the Editor :— I feel bound to protest 
will all tho oarneBtneBB in my power against 
the argument brought forward by Mr. Paul 
in hiB letter published in the Daily Colonist 
>??t?rday. "A vicious boy |d Bghooi ia 
really not uniiKe a v.C.Ciij mah in a lira wing 
room. The vice is there, but it Ib not ap- 
parent and consequently not hurtful." 
Surely the fact that it ia not apparent ia 
the real cause of the danger. A polsonouB 
gas which has no odor and therefore canuo'o 
bo detected ia the most deadly of all. The 
difficulty of deteoting immorality when boys 
and girls are kept separato la unspeakably 
great as I can testify by personal experience 
in the management of schools. The faot 
that no complaint has been made to Mr. 
Paul during hiB experience in tho "mixed 
sc'iools " of this province is to my mind 
eminently unsatisfactory. Tho girls (he telle 
us) are " to report at once any rudeness on 
the part of 'ho boys." No such reports 
have been made to him. I loavo it to your 
readers tn neoido whether it ia conceivable 
that no riideneeB haa taken place. 

The aualogy of tho " customary white 
gloves " at the assizes is also most mislead- 
ing. When this happens in a town it means 
that no crimos have been brought to light 
of wbiob the law cm take notice. It does 
not mean that the town is free from vie 3 
and immorality. 

With one sentence in Mr. Paul's letter I 
oordially agree : " Boys are tho oompanions 
of boys, and girls of girls." That concedes 
the whole question, and is a convincing 
argument that " mixed schools " area mia 
take. 

There is an extreme difficulty in per- 
suading psronti to publish what their littio 
r'aughtorB naturally shrink from tolling even 
to them, and so, alas ! tho " conspiracy of 
silence " reigns supreme. 

I have already been urged in many quar- 
ters not to let this question drop, and the 
idea of a wholesale " whitewashing," which 
ia the curse of our modern civilization, will, 
I feel sure, arouse the indignation of right- 
thinking mon and women.

The government build- 
ings are located at Victoria. Thoy have 
been built with the money of tho wholo 
province, and the ohief commomorative sta- 
tue — tho pediment, so to speak, of tho mag- 
nificent structure — Bhould be a colossal figure 
of Her Gracious Majesty. Loyal.

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THE ASSIZES CLOSE. 



Grand Jury Urges the City to Make 
Greater Efforts to Suppress 
Gambling'. 



Sentences Pronounced on the Prison- 
ers Found Guilty During the 
Past Few Days. 



The Viotoria fall assizes were brought to 
a oIobb yenterday, the two gambling caBea 
which had been adjourned from last year 
being finally disposed of by i o'clock in the 
afternoon. Tba grand jurj'a presentment 
was as follows : 

Victoria, Nov. 22, 1895. 
To Son. Mr. Justice Drake. : 

Sib, — We, the grand jury, beg to con- 
gratulate Your Lorrtotaip on tho light cal- 
ecdar before you at tho present aBBizes. Ic 
the early dayB of tho provinco it waB gen- 
erally the custom of tho grand jury to 
bring to the notioe of trie presiding judgo 
not only Bnch matters aa had boon brought 
to their attention in tho Interests of law and 
order, but also other complaints of a serious 
nature. But at the present day tho muni- 
cipal aDd provincial governments rolieve in 
a great measure tho responsibilities of tho 
grand jury in this respeot. We would bo 
pleased to see tho city authorities mako 
more strenuous efforts to suppress gambling, 
as we have reason to believe that this vicois 
prac'Ised in tho city to an extont iojurious 
to the morale of tho inhabitant?, and par- 
ticularly the young. 

The grand jury have visited tho provincial 
j nil and wore pleased to find everything in a 
satisfactory condition. Although not a pub- 
lic institution tho grand jury visited also 
the Protectant Orphans' Homo, which they 
found in a very satisfactory condition and 
worthy oi the support of the public 

(Sd.) D. R. Harris, 

Foreman. , 

Mr. Justioe Drake trustod that tho recom- 
mendations of tho grand jury would havo 
their tfleot -jpon the city authorities. He 
would forward tho presentment to the pro- 
per quartora and would give it what support 
hi could for the protection of tho rising gen- 
eration. Ho then Lhaukod and discharged 
the jury. 

The indictment against William Jackson 
for keeping a gaming houso was then taken 
up. Trie defendant pleaded not guilty and 
was defended by Mr. A. L Belyea. 

Mr. Irving, for the Crown, stated tho case 
to the effoco that Jackson had in July, 1894, 
been the keeper of a gaming house at 45 
Fisgard street. 

Ah Hoon, who was the principal witness 
at the preliminary hearing, was nob forth- 
coming, bnt the prosecution put four other 
Chinamen In the witness box. Tho first of 
thtoe, Ah Sing, had Been Jaokaon in the fan- 
tan room, but his memory proved very de- 
fective, and though his deposition was in 
part read to him ho failed to recolleot any- 
thing material against the defendant. Fong 
Due and a couple of other Chinamen proved 
equally poor witnessoa. Mr. Belyea for the 
defenoe did not call any witnesses, bub asked 
that the charge be dismissed as there was 
not enough evidonce to go to tho jury. 

Mr. Justice Drake instructed the jury 
that the evidence against the defendant was 
not conclusive enough for a conviotion, ard 
the jury without ieaviog their box brought 
in a verdicS of not guilty. 

Lee Heug Yum, charged with keeping a 
gaming house, pleaded not guilty, but Hock 
Nai and several other wilneeses proved that 
in November of 189 1 he had paid tho bets 
won at a fan tan table at 43 Fisgard street, 
and acted as the keeper of tho plaoo. Ho 
was found guilty and sentenced to a term of 
nine months in jail. 

Mr. Justiee Drake took occasion to re- 
mark that the city authorities should extr- 
ciso vigilanco in putting down gaming 
houses. The habit of gaming waa particu- 
larly demoralizing to the young and somo- 
times lurod young mon to steal money from 
their employers. 

Sentences were then passed on the other 
prisoners found guilty during the assize. 

Dolphing, for housebreaking, waa sen- 
tenced to four years in the penitentiary, and 
Goodrich to two years, for forgery. 

CAME TOO CLOSE TO HOME. 

How a Spokane .Indue Was Disqualified to 
Try a Case. 

Judgo Back, of Spokane, has found out 
how embarrassing it is for a man In his posi- 
tion to have a wife engaged in social reform 
movements. Tho caBe in question haB a 
Seattle flavor, boaauso not only is tho story 
told by John Wiley, who was an attorney 
for one of the parties, bub because the de- 
fendant was John Considlne, tho states- 
man, and the proseouting witneaB was I. P. 
McCoombs, who lately completed his firm 
for robbing the fire relief fund. McCoombs 
has been a hanger-on of Considine's variety 
Bhow, bub Oon6idino threw him out on tho 
cold world and then he proceeded to get 
even. 

He tried to do thia by having Considino 
arrested for violating the law which pro- 
hibits tho employment of women in placos 
where drinks aro sold. Tho arguments 
were on the constitutionality of tho law ; 
tho defenco claiming that it Interfoiod with 
citlzsnB' right to contract and with porsonal 
liberty. Judgo Buck had invited the other 
members oi tho Spokuno bench to sit with 
him in the caso, and ono cf them, Judgo 
Moore, had accepted, Judge Arthur bolng 
absent from the city.

When morning camo and the court con- 
vened, Judgo Buck called tho attorneys in- 
to his chamber, when ho Btated that ho had 
a confession to mako and wculd beg to be 
excused from furthor sitting In tho case. 
The confession was In effect that whon tho 
good judgo had returned homo, muoh later 
than usual, Mra. Buck had, wifo-liko, aBkod 
him where ho had boon. He answered that 
he had been listening to arguments on tho 
constitutionality of an act of 1895, known as 
the " Bjrmald statute." Ho furthor stated 
to hia wife that no maximum punishment 
had been fixed for violation and ho waa un- 
cerlainwhat his ruling would bo. Mrs. 
Buck at once spoke up and said that sho 
hopod he would hold tho law to bo constitu- 
tional, as sho had drawn lb up horaolf. 
There was only ono thing for tho judgo to 
do, and that was to rotiro from tho ciso. 
He did not, under tho clroumstanoos, oaro 
to tule that hia wifo'a bill waa unconstitu- 
tional and he could not hold otherwise, Tho 
eieo will come up boforo Judgo Moore later 
in the month. — Soattlo Times.

FIVE LIVES LO ST. 

Bestruetion of the Kichanrre Building, Chi- 
cago-Girls In Tholr Terror Jump 
From tho Windows. 

Chicago, Nov. 22 —The Interior of the 
Exohaugo building, a seven story Btruoturo 
at the corner of Van Buren and Franklin 
BtrootB, was destroyed by fire to-day, ontail- 
Ing a loss of $375, OuO to tho owners and a 
loaa of fivo lives, four firemen and a womaD, 
with fatal injury to two others ai d 
soriouH iDjury to aix. The dead are : Pat- 
rick J. O'Donnel, lioutenant of Engine 
company No. 2 ; Martin Shorriok, pipemac; 
John Downs, pipemun ; John Prondergaat, 
plpoman; Kitty Laudgrafb. The laat named 
jumped trom tho fourth story window and 
waa injured internally. Id waB a few 
minutes bofore nino this morning when the 
firo waa discovered. An alarm was quickly 
given In a workroom whore ,30 girls wore, 
and inatautly there waa confusion. 

livery effort) omployod was mado to con- 
trol the frightened girls ; sovoral openbd 
windows and climbed out on tho ledges. 
One of the first to do thia waB Nellie Tur- 
ner, who soreamed for help, and aomoone ou 
the ground Bhoutod for her to jump. She, 
however, went to another window noar tho 
firo escape and climbod out. Thoao below 
watched her carefully and anxiously. 
She grasped tho escape and ewung herself 
off from the Bbono ledgo on whloh sho had 
stood and hundreds on the street ohoored. 
She descended and Oiliaor Flaherty, who 
was on tho fire escape started up to aBslab 
her. He was too late. Sho suddenly loot 
her balance and fell. Officer Flahorty tried 
to catch her but failed, She waa ploked up 
unconscious. 

By noon tho firemen thoughb the worst 
of the day's battle waa past. They were 
mistaken. Shortly before one o'clock a large 
safe on the fifth floor fell to the fourth, 
carrying It and the third, aocond and first 
with io. Fivo men, members of Engine Co 
No 2, were wo:kiDg on the ground floor and 
were buried beneath the bricka, Btono 
and timber. All were killed bub 
MoNally, After nearly an hour's work the 
reacuera had opened a pathway through tho 
debris and succeeded in getting close enough 
to where tho firemon woro buripd to aeeuro 
themselves that Lieutenant O'Donnel was 
alive. He waa just able to talk 
and it was wiwi great difficulty 
that hia words could be heard. Men 
who know him well recognized hia 
voice: " Is any one n» ar me ?" 
ono of tho rcscuer'B Bhouted. " Yee,'' waB tho 
arswer faintly. "How many?" "Two." 
"Alive- of dead?" "Dead I think" 
Gradually tho lieutenant's voioe became 
weaker and his reply to tho lat- 
ter quostion was Boarcely audible. The 
firo aoon broke out again, and tho rescuers 
were compelled to abandon their work 
O'Donnel's dead body was recovered at 7 
to-night.

EIGHTY FEET WIDE. 



Enormous Bodies of Gold Quartz 
Located on the Head of 
Seymour Creek. 

The Ledfres Are So Wide That the 
Ore Can Be Quarried 
Out. 



The discoveries of gold and other mlnorals 
at Albernl, Barclay Sound and other partB 
of tho Coast show that the distribution of 
the prealoua metals is by no moans confined 
to the interior of tho province. Now that 
this id being understood and the Coast dis- 
tricts are attracting tho attention of proa- 
pootore, it seems certain that now voina of 
gold and sliver quartz will be brought to 
light and add to tho prosperity and growth 
of tho mining leduatry. 

Mr. B. Springer, of Vancouvor, who is at 
present in tho city, is intereatcd with Mr. 
Jonathan Miller, of Vancouver, and Mr. 
Henry HefTrlng in three groups of alaima 
that havo lately been taken up ab tho head 
of Seymour creek. They wero discovered a 
year ago by Mr. Henry Hefiriog, 
but it Is only recently that lb has 
become public that gold quartz in paying 
quantities had been found there. Mr. HcH 
ring has boon quiotly proapeuting evor ainco 
hie first discovery, and now Mr. Springer 
and hia associates consider that they havo 
mineral properties that will prove highly re- 
munerative. Mr. Springer haB for many 
years been conneotod with mining, and 
while feeling coDfidont that ho has a good 
thing doea not want to oroato anexoitement. 
He took a oonaervatlvo tone in Bpoaking of 
the matter laBt night, but the best proof of 
hia confidence Is that he and hia associates 
have men ab work dovoloping the proportloB. 
There aro three ledges, he says, fiftoon, 
eighteen and twenty miles respeotlvely from 
Vancouver. The assays so far show tho ore 
to bo not high grade, but in auoh 
enormous quantities that it will 
well pay for working. One of those ledges 
sbowa up on the face of a bluff, where nature 
haB out the vein right aoroes, exposing a 
hago body of ore, tho ledge being fully 
eighty feet wide. It can be traced right up 
tho mountain side and along tho top for a 
distance of three thousand foot. The unsays 
havo been vory satisfactory, and the work 
Ing of the mine can be done very cheaply— 
In faot the ore can bo fairly quarried out. A 
socond of tho threo lodges ia almost as wide 
as tho one already described, thegold quartz 
being somo of it free milling and some of it 
containing iron pyrites. Development work 
is being done, Mr. Springer explained, and 
tho rosult, ho expected, would be to havo 
works for treating the oro somewhere In tho 
vicinity of tho mines. Slnco tho olaimB 
havo been looated i number of proBpectors 
havo gone loto the district in search of other 
veins. 



SIR HENRY PONSONBY. 

Death of the Quceu's Private Secretary and 
Keeper of the Privy Purse. 

Cowes. Isle of Wight, Nov. 22.— Sir 
Henry Poneonby, formerly privato seorotary 
to Queen Victoria and keeper of the privy 
puree, died yesterday morning of paralysis 
He was a grandson of tho Earl of Bossbor 
ongb, and of Lord Bithurat, being also 
oonnooted in various waya with half the 
great families of England. Ho was also a 
distinguished soldior, a guardsman, a 
Crimean here, and lieutenant general of the 
army. He entered tho army when only 17, 
and when little more than a boy waa ap- 
pointed alde-de camp to the lord lieutenant 
of Ireland. Ab tho ago of 24 he became 
private secretary to Lord Clarondon, ono of 
tho most distinguished of Irish viooroys, 
and did so well that ha kept his position 
under Lord St. Germalno and Lord Carlisle, 
and only left Dublin aaatlo to join his regi- 
mont before Sebastopol. On hlB return 
from the war hia abilities were recognized 
by biB being appointed equerry to the 
prince consort. On tho prince's death Col, 
Ponsonby wont to Canada with the Guards, 
but on the doath of Sir Theodore Martin in 
1870, tho Queen sent for him and ofTorod 
him tho private aeorobaryBhip. Ho was 
then 15, and from thab time until a few 
months ago, when stricken by his fatal ill- 
ness, was tho Queen's right hand man and 
one of tho b^st known, though least soen, 
men in hor domains.
